Washington, Dec. 23.—This promises 
to be an eventful week in the house. 
Before adjournment is reached next 
Saturday the Republican leaders intend 
a bill shall have been sent to the Sen­ 
ate in response to the demand of the 
President’s message of Friday for some 
means of relieving the treasury situ­ 
ation and protecting the gold reserve. 
All idea of taking a recess for the 
holidays was abandoned in the face of 
the situation presented. Saturday night 
the Republican members held a secret 
meeting at the Capitol, at which Speak­ 
er Reed was present, to discuss the de­ 
tails of a bill which, in their opinion, 
would furnish the desired relief. 
As a preliminary it was decided that 
while the situation in the Senate as to 
the fate there of any measure passed 
by the British should be kept in mind, 
the House must act independently of 
the result in the upper branch of Con­ 
gress. The general outline of a mea­ 
sure was practically agreed upon, but 
the details have not been completed. 
The sentiment was unanimous that no 
gold bonds should be authorized. 
Mr. Reed’s bond proposition, which 
the committee 
will adopt, provides, 
first, for the reduction of the rate of 
interest on bonds to be issued under the 
acts of 1870 and 1875 for the purpose of 
resuming specie payment and protect­ 
ing the specie reserve, from 4 to 3 per 
cent, and, second, for a low-rate, low- 
denominational bond 
which 
would 
practically be a debt certificate to be 
used to supply deficiencies in the rev­ 
enues. 
By the terms of the bill it is probable 
th at provisions will be inserted to pro­ 
vide that the proceeds of any bonds 
•is s u e d under the acts of 1870 and 1875 
as amended shall go to the reserve and 
of the latter bonds to pay current ex­ 
penses. In this way a separate account 
can be kept and the proceeds of bonds 
sold to maintain the reserve cannot be 
used to pay current expenses. 
The details of the tariff changes will 
furnish the most difficult task in fram ­ 
ing the bill. There is practical una­ 
nim ity of sentiment so far as can be 
learned among the republican members 
of the committee for a ffuty on wool 
and compensating duties on woolens. 
The western members want the duty 
on wool to be at least 8 cents a pound, 
but the indications are it will not ex­ 
ceed 5 cents. There is some discussion 
of a proposition to make a horizontal 
increase on all the schedules except 
sugar of from 15 to 20 per cent, but 
th at is opposed in certain quarters as 
being not on protection lines. 
It seems probable, therefore, that 
wool and woolens, lumber and various 
other articles will be selected. While 
there is, it is said, some difference of 
opinion on this point, it seems certain 
th a t there will be a time limitation of 
two years or thirty months on the life 
of the tariff propositions of the bill. 
The point will be made that it is an 
emergency measure for raising revenue. 
A fter the bill has been sent to the sen­ 
ate the question whether congress shall 
rem ain in session the remainder of the 
holidays will rest with th at body. If 
the senate will proceed to the consid­ 
eration of the bill the house will remain 
in session and probably adjourn from

London, Dec. 23.—Sir A. K. Rollit, 
the Conservative member of Parlia­ 
ment for the South Division of Isling­ 
ton, and President bf the London and 
Hull and Associated Chamber of Com­ 
merce, granted an exclusive interview 
yesterday on the outlook for the Vene­ 
zuelan question.

As to the attitude of the Democrats 
toward the bill, it seems probable it 
will be opposed by most, if not all.

o f the bill is certain. They would 
probably also resist the measure on ac­ 
count of the increase in tariff schedules. 
T he administration and sound money 
Democrats, who might be disposed to 
vote for a bond 
authorization, will 
probably be deterred from voting for 
the measure because of its tariff propo­ 
sitions. So that the solid opposition of 
the Democrats is looked for. The over­ 
whelming Republican majority insures 
its passage, however, beyond question.

There is little 
inclination here to take up an Amer­ 
ican loan, while Paris can scarcely 
meet the requirements of its old clients 
in Turkey and Spain. The want of 
money, it is true, never yet prevented 
a country from rushing into war. But 
seldom does the decision rest so largely 
as in America with the class whose 
peculiar interests are so largely at 
stake. On the other hand fears are ex­ 
pressed that the magnitude of the loss 
es already sustained will induce a feel­ 
ing of desperation, and there are many 
business men who still remember the 
enormous fortunes made in America 
during the civil war.” 
The dispatch from St. Petersburg 
says: “It is easy to see that the Rus­ 
sians cannot help showing satisfaction 
at the serious turn the dispute has tak­ 
en. The Novoe Vremya is at no pains 
to hide its real sentiments and animus 
towards England. 
It declares that 
Lord Salisbury has already radically 
changed his eastern policy by positive­ 
ly refusing any further support to the 
Armenian agitation, on the ground that 
Europe does not sympathize with Ar­ 
menia.”

Washington, Dec. 23.—There is rea­ 
son to believe that the Venezuelan com­ 
mission will consist of ex-Minister Ed­ 
ward J. Phelps, ex-Minister Robert T.

Justice away from his duties on the 
bench at this time, when the court is 
in session. If this consideration bars 
Fuller, as it is likely to do, the choice 
will fall upon Justice Brewer, for whose 
attainments the President has great re­ 
spect.

A large company of people went out 
to the lake to skate, which is an an­ 
nual luxury in this

Jones slipped through. 
His screams 
aroused the whole party, and instantly 
there was a rush on the part of his 
brother and sister to aid him. Miss 
Bell, who had been skating with Mag­ 
gie Jones, accompanied her. 
The remainder of the crowd shouted 
to them to desist, that there was danger 
of their being drowned, but the three 
young people crowded about the break 
in the ice and in their frantic efforts 
to rescue the little fellow they broke 
through, and, coming up under the ice, 
died before their friends, who were 
near, could break it in time to save 
them. The wonder is that more were 
not drowned, for nearly everybody on 
the ice came dangerously near to the 
gaping hole, and there were a num­ 
ber of narrow escapes. 
Those who saw the accident say they 
will never forget it. They were within 
a few feet of the unfortunates, could 
see them struggling in the water, heard 
their cries as they went under and 
noted their gestures of distress after 
they passed under the ice, but were 
unable to help them or to approach 
without going down 
to death them­ 
selves. When hoards were brought to 
the scene of the accident and the ice 
broken the children were all dead.
